Applicant's summary of what took place at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examine^ during (> the interview. If, there js-an inaccuracy and it bears, djrectiy v on the questiongf patentability, it should be pointed out jn the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other 'reasons of reco'rd^the-'e^arhiner should "senti i letter setting forth his of her version of thelstatement attributed to him.
